dy spepsia will kn ow how horrible this 
apprehen sion is. 
At an y rate, Ny e be­ 
came so thorou ghly alarmed abou t him­ 
self that he v owed he wou ld trav el n o 
more for the presen t, an d forthwith he 
started for the hilly fastn esses of the 
tar-heel State, where, if we may ju dge 
by the cheerfu l ton e of his letters, he is 
rapidly improv in g.

Un able for the most part to reacf an d 
write, ru mors reach them from the 
markets, tho bazaars, the talk of ser­ 
v an ts, an d of the children , man y of 
whom atten d the n ormal schools, n ow 
n u merou s,an d are con sequ en tly familiar 
with the topics of Eu ropean thou ght. 
They feel the old order passin g away , 
bu t of the n ew they kn ow n othin g. 
They iden tify these chan gin g in flu en ce« 
with Christian ity , which they u rgen tly 
fear an d dread as Ijrin gin g disru ption 
in to families where the ties of kin dred 
are u n u su ally stron g. 
Con v ersion im­ 
plies n o less than social ex commu n ica­ 
tion —ex clu sion from the pale of caste, 
an d social death. 
So the mother fears 
it keen ly for son , the father for his 
dau ghter, the hu sban d for his wife. 
The mother in especial fears to lose 
her,at presen t,u n qu estion ed su premacy . 
In high caste hou seholds, it mu st be 
kept in min d, she is the cen tral per­ 
son age; her in flu en ce in the hou sehold 
is u n iqu e an d almost limitless, for the 
high caste Hin du is professedly mon oga­ 
mist. 
On o w'ife is the ru le, thou gh 
a secon d is perm itted if there be 
n o offsprin g. 
Bu t the jrou d mother 
of son s holds a high place. 
It is 
a common say in g that the Hin du beats 
his wife an d adores his mother. 
She 
makes the marriages of 
her son s, 
chooses her dau ghters-in -law, an d en ­ 
jo ys 
the du tifu l respect of her soli« 5. 
Her sway is almost absolu te. 
As Ran ee 
sin * may , an d does, v ery often , ex erehe 
great political in flu en ce, w hich she u s< s 
for pu rposes of family aggran disemen t 
or in trigu e, or for wise an d ben elieon t 
en ds, as it pleases her. 
Su ch is the | o 
sition of tho mother, bu t the wife occu ­ 
pies a v ery in ferior place. 
Letters that 
hav e appeared of late in the Times of 
In dia presen t a lamen table pictu re of 
the domestic in terior as it too frequ en tly 
ex ists. 
The writer, who is apparen tly 
a y ou thfu l widow, say s: “The wife may 
n ot « it in the presen ce of father or 
mother-in -law, or an y elder member of 
their family . 
She mu st get u p early 
an d go to bed late an d eat with the ser­ 
v an ts.” 
Su ch is her positios of in feri­ 
ority as wife, bu t as widow m atters are 
still worse. “She is debarred from secon d 
marriage, ev en if widowed in her cradle; 
for betrothals before birth are n ot u n ­ 
kn own in In dia. She is doomed to n eg­ 
lect, ill-u sage, opprobriu m, an d rev ilin g. 
The frightfu l immorality which dev ou r 
Hin du society like a can cer is likely 
traceable to this on e sou rce.” 
The 
writer abov e men tion ed looks to the 
spread of edu cation to the best hope for 
betterin g this state of thin gs; bu t edu ­ 
cation , u n in spired by the salu tary in ­ 
flu en ces of tru e religion , will prov e a 
remedy w orse than the disease, as lead­ 
in g solely to a more thorou gh m aterial­ 
ism. 
Heathen dom dooms women to a cru el 
state of in feriority , n ot on ly phy sically , 
bu t spiritu ally . 
There is on e law' for 
them an d an other for them. 
The code 
of morality does n ot ev en serv e for both. 
They are simply regarded as slav es— 
the 
mere n ecessary complemen t of 
man ’s ex isten ce. 
They are debased by 
all the codes of heathen ry . 
By Bu dd­ 
hism, as seen in Chin a; by Islam, which 
dooms them to perpetu al seclu sion ; by 
Hin du ism, which does n ot recogn ize in 
them a moral position at all.

breech-loadin g firearms to shoot the 
an imals, an d, fu rtherm ore, stimu lated 
bv the high prices paid by riv al traders, 
the otter is 
pu rsu ed with greater 
av idity than in fdrmer y ears. 
Nat­ 
u rally timid, tho sea otter n ow seeks 
rest u pon the most in accessible rocks 
an d reefs amid the su rf-lashed in lets 
off 
the 
Aleu tian 
archipelago 
an d 
Alaskan shores. 
The prices paid by 
the traders to the hu n ters v ary . 
For a 
first-class, fu ll-grown , silv er-tipped skin 
u s high as $100 has been paid; tho 
secon d class ran ges from $00 to $8 0; tho 
third grade from $5 0 to $25 ; the fou rth 
grade, $20 to $10; while a pu p-skin 
fetches from $10 to $5 , the v alu e of the 
skin bein g ju dged by tho richn ess of 
fu r, depth of color, size, an d gen eral 
con dition .

Ru ssia, in which cou n try the bu lk of 
the sea-otter skin s fin d a ready market. 
Beav er skin s when v iewed in their 
raw state presen t a v ery u n attractiv e 
appearan ce. 
The lon g, reddish-brown 
hair has to be plu cked, an d after that 
operation is con clu d ed th e rich, soft 
ght-brown fu r is ex posed. 
The y ield 
. beav er pelts lias been gradu ally di­ 
min ishin g du rin g the last few y ears, 
an d there is n o dou bt that before lon g 
the an imal will become ex tin ct. Prices 
of beav er fu r hav e adv an ced from $5 
per pelt in 18 8 0 to $5 in 18 8 6, an d the 
probabilities are that the v alu es will 
y early progress, 
lo r trimmin gs, v ic- 
torin es, capes, mu ffs, an d in some 
special eases, as lin in gs foreoats, beav er

I t* has been su ggested that, in order 
to insu re greater strength and conse­ 
qu ently more safety in ropes u sed for 
scaffolding pu rposes, particu larly in 
localities where the atmosphere is de­ 
stru ctive of hemp fiber, su ch ropes 
shou ld be dipped, when dry, into a 
bath containing twenty grains of su l­ 
phate of copper per litre of water, and 
k ept in soak in this solu tion some fou r 
days, afterward being dried; the ropes 
will thu s have absorbed a certain qu an­ 
tity of su lphate of copper, which will 
preserve them for some time both from 
the attack s of animal parasites and 
from rot. 
The copper salt may be 
fixed in the fiber by a coating of tar or 
by soapy water, and in order to do this 
best it may be passed throu gh a bath of 
boiled tar, hot, drawing it throu gh a 
thimble to press back the excess of 
tar, and su spending it afterward on a 
staging to dry and harden. 
In a sec­ 
ond method "the rope is soak ed in a 
solu tion of 100 grammes of soap per 
litre of water. 
The copper soap thu s 
formed in the fiber of the rope is stated 
to preserve it even better than tar is 
capable of doing, which acts mechan­ 
ically to imprison the su lphate of cop­ 
per, which is the real preservative in 
the case.

N ew Y ork , Jan. 29» —Tile netreat thin^ 
Friday in the great strike along*horo was 
an order for the arrest of Jam es E, Qu inn, 
m aster w orkm an of D istrict as >embly No. 
49; John J. M cKenna, m aster workman of 
the Ocean association, and J T. lu m am , 
Thomas M cCrath, and Patrick Met* inland, 
of the j^oard of arbitration and strikes of 
No. 49. 
The order was obtained in a civ il 
su it for damages brou ght by President N. L, 
M cCready, of the Old Dominion line, in the 
United States circu it cou rt. 
President Mc­ 
Cready, 
accompanied 
by Vico 
President 
Robinson an I lUo cou nsel for the company, 
Clarence A. Seward, appeared before .fu dge 
Shipman with an affidav it charging Qu inn, 
M cGrath, M cGartland, Pu tnam , and Mc­ 
K enna with u nlaw fu l conspiracy. 
1 ho com­ 
plaint recites that President McCready is in­ 
formed and l» eliev os that th© defendants hav e 
conspired to destroy and inju re the property 
of the Old Dominion Steam ship company, 
u nf prays tha t they may be held in bail to 
insu re their appearance in cou rt a t the time 
of trial. 
Ju dge Shipman granted an order of arrest 
a t Mr. Seward's requ est, and fixed the bail 
a t 15,000 in each case. 
The order of arrest 
was giv en to Unitod States Marshal McMa­ 
hon. 
He gav e instru ctions to his depu ties to 
m ake the arrests du ring the day if possible, 
and if they cou ld not be made before ev en­ 
ing to let them stand ov er for a day, so that 
the defendants m ight be able to secu re bail. 
The fiv e men heard that somo su ch pro­ 
ceeding against them was on foot, and were 
hu nting bondsmen all day. 
President McCready was too ill to say mu ch 
when seen by a reporter a t his residence t r i ­ 
day night. 
Ho stated that the officers of 
the company had come to the conclu sion 
that if there was any law to protect them in 
their rights they wou ld inv oke i t 
Mr. 
Qu inn is a contracting bookbinder, bu t his 
office as m aster workman of No. 49 requ ire? 
olJ his time. Mr. M cKenna is a longshoreman, 
and is an edu cated man. 
The other threo 
are of the board of arbitration and strikes of 
No. 49. 
These fiv j carried on the confer 
ences with President McCready in the office 
of the Old Dominion company, which ended 
in a refu sal of the com pany to trea t with 
them, finding that they had not receded from 
their original demands. 
This was the com­ 
m ittee, also, that m et the representativ es of 
the T ransatlantic Steamship com pany on 
Tu esday. 
The fiv e men said that they were not 
aw are that any boycott had been orderod on 
freight of the Old Dominion line, and that 
they had nothing to do with ordering.the 
strike. 
Their whole bu siness throu ghou t, 
they said, has been to bring abou t a settle­ 
m ent of the trou ble. 
There is no change in the * situ ation of the 
strike. 
All steamship bu siness is nearly par­ 
alyzed, and it is alm ost impossible to get new 
men, and when they are obtained the u nion 
men m anage frequ ently to get them to qu it 
and join the u nion.

T h e u e comes tho report of an ex peri­ 
ment with tho celebrated Whitehead 
torpedo at Portsmou th, England, that 
may W'oll shako tho faith of torpedo 
admirers. 
For the first time a real 
\\ hitchead was ex ploded in actu al con­ 
tact with a real ship of war. 
The re­ 
sistance, an armor-plated ship, was 
moored for« * and aft in shallow water. 
Then a six teen-inch torpedo, charged 
with ninety -three pou nds of gu n-cotton, 
was lashed to a boom and placed in 
contact with her port side amidships, 
eight feet u nder water, immediately 
abov e the bilg« » keel. 
When the signal 
was giv « » n and the torpedo ex ploded all 
the witnesses ex pected to see the Re- 
sistaneo blown to pieces or at Last 
su nk. 
Hht» was merely thrown slightly 
to starboard by the ex plosion, bu t her 
>ottom, thou gh damaged, was not rent 
<«> the ex tent <»f making ail inru sh of 
.¡iter su lfieieitt to draw the collision- 
mat into her sides. 
Hhe leaked, l» u t 
did not sink. 
Internally the sky lights 
were smashed and tin* contents of the 
hu nkers scattered in all directions. Bu t 
the water-tight hu lk heads remained in 
place, and, “by confining the water to 
one compartment, su tfieed to keep the 
Resistance afloat ami callable of fight­ 
ing her gu ns.” 
It shou ld be remem­ 
bered that in this ex periment the ad­ 
v antage was all with the torpedo, which 
was fix ed firmly against the ship’s bot­ 
tom.

some allowance wou ld hav e to he made 
for the rebou nd before bu rsting.

The Co ldest Place o n Earth. 
There appear to be tw*o district« on 
the northern hemisphere, widely sepa­ 
rated from 
each other, 
in 
which 
the coldest places on the earth arc to 
l» e fou nd. 
One is northeastern Siberia, 
the other the American Arctic Archi­ 
pelago. 
The particu lar points withing 
these regions that hav e the property of 
being 
c*older 
than all 
su rrou ndin 
points may be called the poles of ex ­ 
treme cold. 
There geographical situ a­ 
tion is not precisely ascertained, be­ 
cau se a su fficient nu mber of observ a­ 
tions hav e not been made, bu t enou gh 
is known to make it safe to conclu de 
that the Asiatic pole is north of Ya­ 
ku tsk, and the American pole north­ 
west of the Parry Islands, toward east­ 
ern Siberia. 
The Asiatic pole is u pon 
tho mainland, the American pole is a 
s« *a stu dded with islands, and from this 
the two regions deriv e distinctiv e cli­ 
matic characters. 
Near ^he Siberian 
pole, which lies in the comparativ ely 
low latitu de of from GO to 7 0 degrees, 
the continental climate is ex hibited in 
an ex tremely cold winter and a warm 
su mmer, while the more maritime cli­ 
mate of tho American pole, which lies 
between 0 5 and 0 8 degrees of latitu de, 
is ex pressed in a relativ ely milder win­ 
ter and cooler su mmer. 
Yaku tsk has 
hitherto 
been 
considered the cold- 
est 
place 
on 
the 
earth, 
it 
hav ing 
a 
mean 
temperatu re 
in 
Janu ary 
of 4 5 
degrees. 
Colder 
places hav e since been fou nd that hav e 
a mean 
temperatu re for Janu ary as 
low as 5 5 degrees. 
They aro situ ated 
in abou t latitnde 07 ] degrees north 
near YVerkojan.sk, in Siberia. The cold 
pole is located here from Nov ember 
till March; it then mov es in April and 
May toward the northwest into tho 
Arctic Ocean, between the mou th of 
the Obi and Nav a Zembla, and after­ 
wards retu rns to YVerkojansk. 
YVTerko- 
jansk is the only place that lies within 
the isotherm of 4 0 degrees du ring 
Nov ember, December, Janu ary , and 
Febru ary , or for fou r months; Yaku tsk 
su ffers this mean temperatu re du ring 
December and Janu ary ; Ustjansk, at 
the mou th of the Yana, only du ring 
Janu ary ; while Tolstoi Noos. at the 
mou th of the Yenisei, lies entirely ou t­ 
side of the isothermal of 4 0 degrees. 
The mean annu al temperatu re of the 
Siberian cold pole may be estimated 
at 2 degrees. 
A still colder place ap­ 
pears 
to 
hav e been fou nd 
by AI. 
Klu tschak, of Lieu t. Scliwatka’s ex pe­ 
dition, at the Adelaide Peninsu la, in 
Cock bu rn Bay , latitu de 00 degrees to 
08 degrees, where the temperatu re in 
Janu ary , 1880, reached 7 2 degrees; in 
December, 187 0, and Febru ary , 1880, 
08 degrees; and in September,October, 
and Nov ember, 187 0, 5 degrees, 88 de­ 
grees, and 4 0 degrees, respectiv ely . 
The mean temperatu re from December 
to Febru ary , 4 8 degrees, v aries bu t 
little from that of YVerkojansk, and is 
from 18 degrees to 21 degrees lower 
than had been prev iou sly noticed îd 
the American cold region.

It alway s de­ 
posits a stone of tho size of a pea in its 
nest. 
YVliat u se it is to the bird or its 
family no one seems to know, bu t if one 
finds it and places it u nder the pillow 
of a sleeping person, he will answer 
ev ery qu estion that docs not ex ceed the 
limits of hu man knowledge with jjer- 
f« » ct tru th in the langu age in which it is 
asked. 
The marv elou s stories told of 
serpents are innu merable. 
There is 
one abou t a y ard in length, and as thick 
as the u pper part of a strong man’s 
arm, which hau nts dry wooded places. 
It is so v enomou s, especially in Alay , 
that nor only will the first person it 
bites in that month die himself, bu t 
any one who stands beside or comes to 
help him will share the same fate. 
If 
he falls beneath a tree, that too, or, if 
it be v ery large, at least one-half of it 
will be killed. 
Again, serpents of all 
kinds are v ery fond of milk. 
In the old 
day s, before the railway was bu ilt, a 
coachman who u sed to driv e on the 
road, between Foggia ami Naples once 
fell asleep ou tside a little inn while his 
horses were baiting. 
His mou th was 
open, and a snake crept down his throat. 
After this he felt u nwell, thou gh he did 
not know why , and none of the doctors 
cou ld tell what was the matter with 
him. 
At last ho consu lted the pro­ 
fessors of the Univ ersity of Naples. 
They liu ng him u p by his feet au d 
placed a great bowl of milk beneath 
his head. 
The snake, attracted by the 
smell, crept ou t to drink, bu t still kept 
a great part of its body in the mou th 
and throat of the coachman. 
A y ou ng 
doctor sprang forward, pu lled it ou t 
and threw it away , when it was killed. 
It was abou t two feet au d a half in 
length. 
After this the patient was as
